DOVER’S Great Channel Swim is 
to be revived after 50 years. 

Nova International, the organisation behind 
the Great North Run, has announced plans 
for a swimming race in August with Dover as 
its stage. 

An announcement of competitors is set to 
take place tomorrow (Thursday) at 11am in 
London, but reports already suggest that a 
number of high-profile sportspeople will be 
taking part, including Cassie Patten, who won 
the bronze medal in the 10km open-water 
swim at the Beijing Olympics. 

Bulgarian Peter Stoychev, who holds the 
record for the fastest-ever Channel swim of six 
hours and 57 minutes, will also be competing. 

The event will consist of about eight men 
and women and two relay teams made up of 
eight participants who will swim between 
Shakespeare Beach in Dover and Cap Gris 
Nez in France - the shortest distance between 
the two countries at 22 miles. 

It is thought hundreds will flock to the town 
to watch the races, including many Europeans 
who are taking advantage of the fall in the 
value of sterling. 

Dover District Council members are thrilled 
that the town will again be in the spotlight 
after a number of international events last 
year, including the Fusionman spectacle. 

Cllr Frederick Scales, cabinet member for 
economy and special projects, said: “This is 
more great news for Dover district and comes 
as we continue to work with a range of part¬ 
ners for a world-class future for the district. 

“The races in the 50s were big sporting

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New measures 
encourage us 
to save water

EVERY home in the Dover 
district will have a water 
meter by 2012 as the Gov¬ 
ernment tackles water short¬ 
ages across the UK. 

The scheme, set to be launched in 
autumn 2010, is part of a water saving 
and conservation plan aimed at secur¬ 
ing a long-term and sustainable water 
supply for the area. 

Yourdover’s sister paper Yourshep- 
way recently revealed the govern¬ 
ment-backed plans of Folkestone and 
Dover Water Services (FDWS) to 
ensure every home has a water meter 
in Folkestone in 18 months time. 

The company has now said the same 
applies to the Dover district. 

A spokesperson at the company 
said: ‘We’re rolling out the scheme in 
Shepway first, but this will be happen¬ 
ing in Dover too. 

‘Work is set to start in the area in 
the autumn of 2010 and we’re aiming 
for it to be completed by 2012.” 

The scheme is being undertaken 
alongside a £33 million programme 
introducing new water sources and 
improved treatment and distribution 
systems over the next two years. 

Savings 

David Walton, FDWS managing 
director, said this will ensure water 
sources remain secure despite climate 
change and a growing population. 

‘We would like to see water used 
much more carefully,” he said. “In the 
UK the average water use per person 
per day is more than 150 litres and we 
would like to see this reduced to 
around 120 litres.” 

Countries such as Denmark and 
Germany have already reduced their 
use and Mr Walton hopes the meter¬ 
ing scheme in Dover and Shepway 
will put them more in line with their 
European counterparts.

He said: ‘Water savings of up to 15 
per cent can be made with no major 
change in lifestyle. 

“Using showers rather than baths 
also cuts energy costs and we are urg¬ 
ing customers to save water, save 
energy and save money.” 

New homes in the district already 
have water meters where, since 1999, 
they have been fitted as standard to 
new properties. Some residents have 
also asked to be put on a water meter 
to lower their bills. 

A spokesperson from FDWS said: 
“By 2012 this will be standard. It’s to 
make sure these areas have a sustain¬ 
able water supply - this is important.” 

Meters are usually fitted externally 
on the pipes serving individual homes, 
although in some cases internal 
meters are needed. 

Installation takes just one day and 
is usually carried out in pavement and 
verge areas or in gardens.

Swimmers welcome 
Channel race return

events and thousands would turn up 

to cheer the swimmers.” 

Alison Streeter, from Dover, cur¬ 
rently holds the title of Queen of the 
Channel after successfully crossing 
43 times - nine more than King of the 
Channel Kevin Murphy. 

Asked if women are better at the 
Channel swim than men, she laughed 
and said: “It’s a combination of mental 
willpower and the fact women can 
cope with the cold better because they 
have a higher percentage of body fat.” 

Her mother Freeda, nicknamed The 
General, trains cross-Channel hope¬ 
fuls. Both women welcome the return 
of the race and also the general rise in 
the profile of distance swimming 
thanks to last summer’s Olympics. 

The last cross-Channel races were 
held in the 50s, 75 years after Captain 
Matthew Webb became the first per¬ 
son to complete the gruelling swim. 

Only 19 others had followed in his 
footsteps before the Daily Mail 
International Cross Channel Swim¬ 
ming Race in 1950 with a prize of 
£1,000, worth £25,000 today. 

Eileen Fenton, a 21-year-old reli¬ 
gious studies teacher from West 
Yorkshire, and Hassan Abdel Rehim, 
a lieutenant in the Egyptian Army, 
were the first woman and man to 
reach the shores of Shakespeare 
Beach in Dover. 

The female winner was commended 
for her heroic efforts, completing the 
swim using just one arm, after jarring 
her shoulder halfway through. 

In 1959 the last race took place 
before financial problems set in.

Actors faked vicious baseball bat attack 


STUDENT actors from 
Dover shooting a scene 
involving the brutal murder 
of a policeman were stunned 
when actual officers turned 
up thinking it was all for 
real. 

Passers-by who witnessed the shoot 
in Faversham recreation ground were 
so alarmed at what they saw they 
called 999 and alerted local police. 

The scene involved an actor playing 
a policeman being beaten to death 
by masked hoodies wielding cricket 
and baseball bats while a bin was set 
on fire. 

Meanwhile other members of the 
cast screamed “Oi, oi, oi!” egging on 
the attackers. 

Ben Steele, 15, and Saskia 
Wandsworth-Smith, 16, both from 
Dover, star in the film, along with 
Natalie Read from Aylesham. 

“It was really scary,” said Ben’s mum 
Karol, from Buckland Avenue, who

was looking after the young cast on 
the day. “I knew it was faked and even 
I was terrified.” 

Following the alert a patrol car 
arrived at the scene and two police 
officers got out to see what was going 
on. They examined the permits 
obtained from Faversham council by 
the group from Christ Church 
University, Canterbury, and saw they 
were in order. 

Producer Laura Hopwood said: “I 
explained the situation and they let 
us go ahead.” 

The filming of the movie, which is 
called Playground, then proceeded 
uninterrupted. 

Karol Steele, who is an actress her¬ 
self, said: “The final scenes of the film 
feature a chase through the streets of 
Faversham, which end up with a con¬ 
frontation in the recreation ground. 

“The policeman is set up by two 
hooded youths - my son Ben is one 


and he wears a scary goat mask. The 
other looks equally sinister. 

“They beat the policeman to death 
with a baseball bat and a cricket bat 
and there is a lot of screaming and 
shouting by other cast members and 
the victim. 

“Added to that, one of the nearby 
rubbish bins is set on fire so it was cer¬ 
tainly dramatic. 

“There were some people playing 
tennis nearby and a few others walk¬ 
ing in the park so one of them must 
have called the police. 

“We were amazed when we saw a 
car crawling towards us and two burly 
policemen got out. But they were fine 
as soon as they realised everything 
was above board and it was just a 
film.” 

The movie is set to be shown at the 
Dover Film Festival on February 16- 
17 if the final editing can be done on 
time. It will also be screened at the 
university’s own festival on February 
26 before being shown at various 
other arts events.

Temporary barriers 
to spring into action 
during high tide test 


A NEW flood defence is being tested 
in Sandwich to help protect homes 
from rising sea levels. 

Demountable barriers have been 
placed along the quayside by the 
Environment Agency, which is tak¬ 
ing advantage of the spring tide in 
order to carry out the trial. 

The defences will offer temporary 
protection until permanent ones, 
identified in the Pegwell Bay to 
Kingsdown Coastal Flood Risk 
Strategy, have been built. 

Mark Douch, area flood risk man¬ 
ager, said: “The high spring tide pro¬ 
vides an excellent opportunity to 
demonstrate these demountable 
flood defences and show how they 
would work in the event of a flood 
incident. The coastline is going to 
come under increasing pressure over 
the coming years from the sea level 
rise and increased storms due to cli¬ 
mate change.” 

The ‘pods’ will stretch 170 metres 
along the quayside and create a 
sealed barrier, stopping water lap¬ 
ping up across to nearby properties. 

Paul Marshall, operations delivery 


team leader for the Environmental 
Agency in south-east Kent, is confi¬ 
dent it will prevent flooding. 

He said: “This will predominantly 
protect 32 properties directly behind 
the quay and potentially buildings 
further back. This area needed to be 
looked at and we have been very 
proactive in addressing it.” 

Permanent defences outlined in 
the risk strategy will be completed 
by 2013, but in the meantime the 
new barriers will offer protection to 
the surrounding area. The scheme is 
part of a £20 million plan for safe¬ 
guarding the strip of coastline 
between Pegwell and Kingsdown. 

Environment Agency staff are also 
looking at tidal flooding from the 
River Stour and, subject to approval, 
this area will be protected using a 
storage reservoir at Broadsalts. 

The strategy was produced in part¬ 
nership with Dover District Council 
and went out to public consultation 
in September 2007.

Conditions have been imposed on a shopkeeper 
in Dover after he sold alcohol to youngsters. 

The owner of Keystores in Ladywell was 
brought before a licensing review at Dover 
District Council following an incident on 
November 8, when two children bought alcohol. 

Evidence of previous episodes at the store 
were also looked into by a panel of three district 
councillors who are responsible for licensing. 

At the hearing, evidence from both sides was 
heard by the committee who agreed the owner 
had taken a number of measures to stop this 
from happening again. Nine conditions were 
imposed on the owner, including training, 
obtaining extra qualifications and adopting the 
'Challenge 21' policy, which means anyone who 
looks under the age of 21 must produce id. 

Licensing officer PC Steve Alexander 
(pictured) said: "While I would never like to see 
any business go under as a result of a review, it 
was only right this owner attend the local 
chambers and explain his actions to them/'

Take an early look 
at health centre 

AYLESHAM residents are being given 
the chance to find out more about their 
new health centre. 

An open day is being held on Thursday, 
February 12, at St Finbarr’s Church Hall 
in Market Square, from 11am to 7pm. 

People living in Aylesham and the sur¬ 
rounding villages will be able to meet the 
staff and practice manager who will be 
working at the centre when it opens in 
the spring. 

Visitors can also use the opportunity to 
find out how they can get involved in 
helping shape local health services. 
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A WORKING group for adults with 
learning difficulties has called for 
improvements to one of Deal’s bus 
routes claiming it’s “an accident 
waiting to happen”. 

Staff at the Speaking Up Group, which meets 
every Friday at the Landmark Centre, are con¬ 
cerned about where their members are dropped 
off at the bus stop in South Street. 

According to support worker Elvis Cudjoe, 
buses come into the one-way street from the 
seafront and drop passengers on the left hand 
side where there is little pavement and a busy 
road to cross with no traffic signals. 

She said: “Because the road is one way, those 
who use the bus are dropped off on the left side 
of the road furthest from the town and they 
have to negotiate a busy road. 

“One member of the group has a wheelchair 
and when she gets off the bus there is little 
room for her to get comfortable in her seat and 
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she has to rush across the road to avoid traffic.” 

Ms Cudjoe approached Deal town councillor 
Bryan Henderson and Stagecoach to see if the 
one way system for that particular road could 
be reversed: “It would make more sense as then 
people using the bus will be dropped off on the 
pavement closer to the town centre, by Lloyds 
Bank.” 

Cllr Henderson agreed with Ms Cudjoe that 
something should be done and said otherwise 
an accident is inevitable. He said: “It would 
make it a lot easier for people using the bus 
service. If the one-way route was reversed then 
people can get off the buses safely. 

“There’s a taxi rank directly opposite the bus 
stop so when people cross the road they have to 
avoid taxis pulling away and queuing up.” 

Jeremy Cooper, commercial director for 
Stagecoach in East Kent and Hastings, said the 
company is keen to see an efficient service for 


its customers: “We have discussed the poor 
level of facilities for bus users in Deal with Kent 
Highway Services and we have been consulted 
about a number of plans, which I understand 
were unacceptable to other local stakeholders. 

‘We remain keen to see a bus facility in South 
Street that is fit for an attractive and prosper¬ 
ous town like Deal and which will meet the 
needs of our customers, as well as supporting 
our investment in accessible buses and provi¬ 
sion of more frequent bus routes.” 

David Hall, head of transport and develop¬ 
ment at Kent Highway Services, said: “Kent 
Highway Services has already been holding 
discussions with Stagecoach East Kent about 
improving facilities for bus passengers in Deal, 
but other local people have found some sugges¬ 
tions unacceptable. 

We welcome further contributions, especially 
where individuals are experiencing difficulties.

Staff have concerns over 
removal of port's walkway 

FERRY workers at the Port of Dover have hit 
out at plans to remove the crew walkway, saying 
this could add an hour and a half to each shift. 

Currently, staff manning the ferries walk to 
their cars using a bridge similar to that of foot 
passengers which runs above the customs 
area and to the staff car parks. 

But plans by Dover Harbour Board are for 
the walkway to be taken down to make way for 
the new freight route which will connect to the 
new dock exit road. 

One worker said: “The route that we’ll have 
to walk when it’s taken down is to the cliffs and 
then back around to the rear part of the docks. 
It will add around 45 minutes each way which 
means adding an hour and a half to each shift.” 

“For day-on, day-off crew that’s a large 
amount of time to be adding onto shifts that 
are already quite long.” 

Staff are also concerned about safety with so 
many lorries being driven around the port. 

Insisted 

The worker said: “The route will be at 
ground level and many of us are concerned 
about health and safety.” 

But the harbour board has insisted the move 
is necessary to allow for the new freight route. 

A spokesman said: “The walkway bridge 
across the inbound freight lanes is being 
removed as part of the new inbound freight 
route project. This has been discussed with 
ferry operators for some time. 

“The footbridge has to be removed to make 
way for the new freight route which will con¬ 
nect to the new dock exit road and speed up 
the departure of freight traffic.” 

In response to safety fears the harbour board 
has insisted it is safe for ferry workers and has 
confirmed works will be under way shortly. 

The spokesman said: “Unfortunately, this 
does mean a circuitous but safe route on foot 
for crew making their way to join vessels.”

Q How did you get involved with Action With Communities 
In Rural Kent?

A Action With Communities has been in exis¬ 
tence since 1923. I hope that the organi¬ 
sation will go from strength to strength and 
that we will continue to find new ways to sup¬ 
port small local communities.

What do you get up to outside work? 


A I most certainly do. Having a community 
undertake a parish plan and actually see 
some funding for the projects that the commu¬ 
nity has identified is fantastic. I also love the 
people I work with, they are so committed to 
helping communities to help themselves. 


What is the hardest thing about it? 

Having to turn down a funding bid and not 
having enough hours in the day. 


A I am married with four children, two of 
whom have left home. The youngest are 
ten and eight and they take up a lot of our 
time as we organise lifts to football, horse- 
riding, Stagecoach, cricket and piano lessons. 

We also have three girls who we have previ¬ 
ously looked after and have now adopted and 
although they are now 23, 21 and 20 we can’t 
get them to leave for love nor money! 

We are also registered foster carers and cur¬ 
rently have two boys from Afghanistan living 
with us. Ian and I also support a couple of 
young parents who live alone. 

I have a large family and I enjoy spending 
time with my brothers and sisters. 

I go to the gym and swim three times a 
week. I love to cook and when I get home at 
night you can find me for the next two hours 
in the kitchen. 

As you can imagine, I don’t get to watch much 
telly, so I indulge my love of books and am nor¬ 
mally found at about ten o’clock at night either 
in the bath or curled up in bed with a book.

MEP's bile at cruel 
international trade 


EURO MP Sharon 
Bowles wants interna¬ 
tional pressure against 
the multi-million pound 
trade of bear bile to be 
stepped up. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
has supported an online petition 
against the cruel practice of bear 
bile extraction in many Asian 
countries. 

Bear bile is highly lucrative, 
with a single gram fetching up to 
£14 on the global market. The 
trade is thought to be worth £60 
million a year in China alone. 

However, leading animal rights 
organisations, including the char¬ 
ity Animals Asia, have con¬ 
demned the practice. 

Kent MEP Sharon Bowles has 
been running a campaign on her 
website and participated in Moon 
Bear Fun Day with Animals Asia. 

She said: “The Government has 
done all that is legally possible to 
ban the trade of bear bile within 
the UK. 

“This is a great success and 
highlights the hard work of 
organisations like Animals Asia. 

“However, this vile practice has 
not been banned in many Asian 
countries and reports indicate the 
trade is still widespread. 

“The Government and the 
European Parliament must con¬ 
tinue to put pressure on these

authorities to bring a global end 
to the trade of bear bile.” 

Dave Neale, the UK director of 
Animals Asia, added: “In China, 
bear farming continues to incar¬ 
cerate thousands of bears in des¬ 
picable conditions. 

“Animals Asia are working with 
the people and the Government of 
China to close down bear farms, 
rescue the bears to our China- 
based sanctuary and promote the 
many herbal and synthetic alter¬ 
natives available to consumers. 

“If we can stop the demand for 
bear bile we can ultimately free 
the bears and end this barbaric 
practice once and for all.” 

The trade exists due to the pre¬ 
scription of bear bile by doctors 
who practise traditional Chinese 
medicine. 

The substance contains urso¬ 
deoxycholic acid, which is believed 
to reduce fever, protect the liver, 
improve eyesight, break down 
gallstones, and also act as an 
anti-inflammatory. 

Only small amounts of bear bile 
is used in traditional remedies. 
About 500kg is used by practition¬ 
ers every year. 

But wildlife experts say more 
than 7,000kg is being produced, 
with the surplus used in products 
such as wines, eyedrops, and 
general tonics.

KENT Police are asking children 
to write an essay as part of a 
month-long celebration of lesbian, 
gay bisexual and transgender 
history. 

The county force, recently recognised as 
one of the most gay-friendly employers in 
Britain, has a series of events throughout 
February 

These include exhibitions, a quiz, a 
celebration dinner-dance and the competi¬ 
tion, which has an under-14s category 

Youngsters are asked to write an essay 
explaining what this month’s slogan ‘All 
different, same respect’ means to them. 

It also has a 15-17 category and an 18-plus 
section, with the winners receiving a £25 
book token and a Kent Police shield. 

Kent County Council is also backing the 
activities, which include a month-long exhibi¬ 
tion at County Hall. 

A seminar has been held providing a brief 
overview of lesbian, gay, bisexual and trans¬ 
gender history. The dance took place on 
Sunday and featured a five-course meal. The 
history quiz takes place at Lenham Com¬ 
munity Centre on Thursday, February 26. 

Kent Police are one of the most gay-friendly 
employers in Britain, according to the 
Stonewall Workplace Equality Index 2009, 
which researches attitudes towards sexuality. 

The force was ranked fourth - up 22 places 


from last year - because of “a proactive les¬ 
bian, gay and bisexual support network, 
which meets regularly with the Chief 
Constable and other chief officers to discuss 
relevant issues”. 

The group also helps with recruitment and 
retention and can provide specialised know¬ 
ledge in specific areas of policing. 

But the celebration is not without its crit¬ 
ics. A spokesman for the Campaign Against 
Political Correctness said she felt “the police 


can get a bit obsessed about this sort of 
thing”. 

“It’s all part of a bigger picture and we 
wouldn’t say anything if there was just, for 
instance, one event a month,” she said. 

“But a whole lot together is a bit much. You 
have to ask, what good does this sort of thing 
actually do? And is any money being spent on 
this? If so, is it the right way to spend money 
allocated for law enforcement?”

Haunting images 
to make us think 

A HARROWING new £3.2m THINK! cam¬ 
paign highlights the life-wrecking conse¬ 
quences of speeding for drivers and their vic¬ 
tims has been launched by road safety minis¬ 
ter Jim Fitzpatrick. 

And the county’s police are backing the cam¬ 
paign with ‘zero tolerance to speeding 5 . 

The new message is that if you kill someone 
while speeding you will be tormented for ever. 

In the new TV advert a driver is haunted by 
images of the child he has killed - seeing him 
in the mirror, through the window of a bus and 
while in the park with his son. 

Mr Fitzpatrick said: “More than 700 people 
were killed in 2007 in accidents where some¬ 
one was driving too fast - that’s two people 
every day of the year who didn’t go home to 
their families. 



“The last THINK! campaign on speeding 
highlighted the fact that if you hit a child at 
30mph there’s an 80 per cent chance they will 
live, but if you hit them at 40mph there’s an 80 
per cent chance they will die. It’s 30mph for a 
reason. We want motorists to consider the con¬ 
sequences of speeding; what life is like for the 
driver who kills because they are in a rush. 

“I hope this powerful campaign will get driv¬ 
ers to kill their speed before it’s too late.” 

Department for Transport figures for 2007 
show that in the South East 265 people were 
killed or seriously injured on 30mph roads 
where excessive speed was reported as a con¬ 
tributory factor. 

A Kent Police spokesman said: “We take a 
zero-tolerance approach to speeding. We use a 
combination of enforcement and education, 24 
hours a day, seven days a week, to drive home 
the message that we expect people to obey the 
law. The consequences of dangerous, irrespon¬ 
sible and antisocial behaviour on the roads can 
be horrendous.”

A PUPIL from a school in 
Sandwich has travelled to Borneo 
to climb Mount Kinabalu in aid of 
a children’s charity. 

Matthew Laslett, 14, flew to South-East 
Asia with his father Richard on Saturday to 
embark on the two-day climb, which begins 
today (Wednesday). 

The Sandwich Technology School pupil is 
raising money for Kent Kids Miles of Smiles, 
a charity based in Canterbury that helps 
improve the quality of life for sick and dis¬ 
abled children. 

He has already raised £700, exceeding his 
target of £400. 

Before setting off, Matthew spoke to 
Yourdover about his trip. He said: “My dad 
went to Borneo in 2003 and I thought it 
would be great to go with him this time to 
share the experience and also raise money 
for charity. 

“I chose Kent Kids Miles of Smiles as it’s a 
local charity, which means I can nip up there 
and visit them and I’d also like to help out 
there over the summer holidays.” 

Before they left, Matthew and his father 
had committed most of their time to training 
for the climb. 

Matthew said: ‘We’ve been out on long walks 
and jogs. It will involve a lot of endurance. I’ve 
never done anything like this before, so I’m 
quite nervous but also very excited. 



“I’ve got a little bit of experience in moun¬ 
tain climbing, though, so I should be OK.

The youngster will be spending a night in 
a mountain hut at 3,200 metres while he 
acclimatises to the high altitude before 
attempting to reach the summit at 4,095 
metres. 

His mother Juliet said: “Matthew is a typi¬ 
cal 14-year-old boy - always running around 
and very outdoorsy, so this will be great for 
him. 

“His school has been very supportive and 
he has already beaten his target of £400 
because of all their support. 

“This experience will be a good opportunity 
for him to talk to people and he also wants to 
help out at the charity in the summer.”

TALK TIME 


How did you become a medicinal herbalist? 

It was a calling. Someone said I might be good at it, so in 
19861 took a four-year training course and gualified. Now 
it's actually a degree course. Since 1991 I've been a mem¬ 
ber of the National Institute of Medicinal Herbalists and 
I've been a member of the British Institute of Allergy and 
Environment Therapy since 1992.1 opened Ralph and 
Evans in 1997 with Anita Ralph. I've also written a book, 
The Simple Guide to Using Herbal Medicine. 

What complaints do you treat? 

Because of the time of year we've been getting a lot of 
people with cold symptoms - flu-like illnesses and sinus 
infections, that sort of thing. We can really help with this 
sort of thing. People might have already been to their doc¬ 
tor, who has told them it's a virus and there's nothing they 
can do. But there are herbs which will boost your immune 
system which can act as a preventative. 

How do you prescribe herbal remedies? 

We operate in two ways. We offer a range of over-the- 
counter remedies for specific problems, but we also do 
consultations with people and make up a herbal remedy 
specific to them. It's important to get this right - what 
works on one person may not work on another. Some peo¬ 
ple have fast metabolisms, others slow. Dosage is also 
important. Heavier people will need more, for example. 
Often ten or more herbs are combined. A herbal medicine 
prescription can be very complicated.

Being disabled is 
not an easy ride 

I read with interest the letter 
regarding disabled drivers 
paying for parking spaces. 

My husband has been disabled 
for 16 years and we frequently 
find the disabled bays in car 
parks are full. 

These are sometimes filled by 
those ‘disabled’ who manage to 
walk into town, raising questions 
about the seriousness of their 
disability - or are they using a 
blue badge that really belongs to 
the true disabled person? 

Jon West (letters, January 28) 
is under the impression we get 
free cars, free insurance, free tax, 
free servicing and free tyres. 

Perhaps he can show us 
where these come from. We get 
Disability Allowance at the 
higher mobility rate which can 
be used to purchase a vehicle on 
the Motobility Scheme. 

This means handing over the 
allowance, so that cuts income 
immediately. Yes, we get free 
road tax, because my husband 
cannot walk. 

We do not get free insurance, 
servicing or tyres. We have to buy 
those from our benefit income. 

We also buy our own car (used) 
because we could not afford to 
give up the mobility allowance 
and it would mean not paying 
bills like gas, electric, water, food, 
property insurance, mortgage, 
life insurance etc. 

We park on double yellow lines 
only in an emergency and we do 
take care where we park. 

Maybe Mr West could start a 
campaign to eliminate the illegal 


use of the blue badges by those 
who are able to walk. In our 
experience, there are ‘disabled’ 
and ‘wannabe disabled’. More 
stringent checking is required.

Please direct your 
energy elsewhere 

I attended the British Energy- 
EDF public meeting at Lydd on 


January 29. Many people seemed 
unaware just what HM Nuclear 
Installation Inspectorate is and 
what powers it has. 

So I asked. A member of the 
panel stated that to answer the 
question could take up the rest of 
the meeting, but to keep it brief, 
he made the following points: 

It is responsible for the overall 
safety of all nuclear installations 
in this country. 

It can reject or approve the 
design for the licence on a new 
nuclear power station based on a 
safety risk assessment. 

It has the power to shut down 
any nuclear installation where 
there could be a risk to the 
public. 

The inspectorate does not have 
a safety problem with the 
proposed redevelopment at Lydd 
airport or with the proposed new 
C station at Dungeness. 

A quote from a Nil letter, dated 
October 30, 2008, to Shepway 
planning office: “It is clear that 
the risk of impact on the nuclear 
site primarily comes from 
random failures of aircraft, but 
unconnected with take-off and 
landing activities at Lydd 
airport.’ 

So please, let’s not hear any 
more nonsense about 60 seconds 
to disaster when A, B and the 
proposed C power stations are 
directly under one of the largest 
international flight paths. 

Yet these same objectors never 
make one reference to the six 
nuclear power stations just 
across the Channel in France, 
also under the same flight paths. 

Summary from the quoted 
letter: “The Nil has undertaken 
an assessment to the risks posed 
from the proposed changes in 
operations at Lydd airport and 
has consulted widely, both 
internally and externally with

Pleased to meter you 

So all residents are to be obliged to 
have water meters. I have had one 
since 2006. 

At that time there were real 
advantages in having one, 
particularly if you had a small 
family. 

Now increases in standing charges 
for the water meter, plus 
unmeasured standing charges for 
waste water drainage, also surface 
water drainage, plus highway 
drainage, means anyone intending 
to reduce their metered consump¬ 
tion is only very slightly better off, 
thus diminishing any incentive to 
save water. 

My account with Folkestone and 
Dover Water, with waste-water 
disposal by Southern Water, shows 
combined standing charges of 
£20.67 a quarter before anyone even 
turns on a tap. 

Even with a measured water sup¬ 
ply, 30 per cent or more of bills can 
be made up from fixed charges over 
which customers have no control.

Cashing in on VAT 

In a recent email to me, Cllr Nigel 
Collor declines to pass on the 
reduction in VAT on off-street 
parking in Dover, claiming the cost 
of changing signs etc cannot be 
justified. 

According to Cllr Collor, the 
money will be retained by the 
district council and used at some 
later time to “ensure the community 
does not lose”. 

We are talking serious amounts 
here, possibly in excess of £40,000 
over a full year. 

This was money intended by 
Government as an immediate 
stimulus for the economy, which it will 
not get if the council holds on to it. 

Two points. Firstly, by not 
returning the money to those who 
initially paid it, namely the public, 
the council is effectively raising 
parking charges, something it had 
undertaken not to do for two years. 

Secondly, it is not for the council to 
decide how this money is spent. 

It doesn’t belong to them and, 
anyway, the part of the community 
most deserving is the shopkeepers 
and local traders it was intended to 
help in the first place. 

We are in a recession, which local 
policy on parking has contributed 
towards, driving customers out of 
town. The campaign for the abolition 
of town centre parking charges for 
the remainder of 2009 continues. 

Everyone with an interest is urged 
to lobby their local representatives.

have time to indulge in much, which 
is good,” he said. 

“The costume changes are fairly 
minimal. There’s not much set, really, 
and just a trunk containing several 
jackets and waistcoats that we 
change into, so the audience can see 
that difference and attach certain 
items to certain people. 

“Sometimes it’s so quick, the 
change is more of a physical thing.” 

The audience does need to pay 
attention as it does not have the 
luxury of several actors dressed in 
wigs and costumes to differentiate 
between characters. However, Caves 
has found that audiences quickly 
grasp the concept and find the 
unusual experience very interesting. 

“I think the audience gets a lot of 
pleasure out of recognition of the 
characters,” he said. “Sometimes it 
will get a laugh even before I speak, 


just because I change the way I put 
my legs or something.” 

With such a variety of people to 
bring to life, Caves already has a cou¬ 
ple of favourites among the large cast. 

“I really like playing the Hollywood 
actress, people really respond to her,” 
he said. “I also like Finn, who’s a bit 
of a simpleton who goes on quite a 
journey.” 

Written by Marie Jones, Stones In 
His Pockets has won numerous 
awards, including the Laurence 
Olivier Award for best new comedy, 
and received three Tony nominations 
on Broadway. 

“It sets out its stall really quickly as 
a light-hearted comedy, but it does 
have some quite poignant moments,” 
Caves said. 

“It’s cleverly written. The author has 
juxtaposed the humour with quite a 
serious sucker-punch. It’s great when 
you feel the audience is with you dur¬ 
ing those funny moments, then literal¬ 
ly in seconds you are talking about 
something that’s rather sad.”

THE GREEN GREEN GRASS 

BBC 1,8.30pm, Thursday 

O EARLY DOORS 

BBC 4,9.30pm, Tuesday 

PEOPLE often say good 
things about BBCl’s The 
Green Green Grass, but truth 
be told Fm not sure why. 

'Successful spin-off is one term often 
used to describe this show and Tight 
corned/ is another. 

I can see why the first applies - it 
certainly has viewers far beyond what 
many would ever have estimated - but 
the comedy part is stretching it a bit far. 

Focusing on Only Fools and Horses 
wide boy Boycie’s post-Del Boy move 
to live in the country, the laughs are 
not exactly free flowing. 

On the original show, and seen in 
bits and pieces, the character worked 
well, making up the great cast of 
odd-balls and everymen that made 
Only Fools one of the best-loved shows 
of its generation, but there is nowhere 
near enough material for a whole 
show and series. 

The jokes are as predictable as 
Britain grinding to a halt in a snow 
storm and the acting pitiful. 

In stark contrast to that, the BBC has 
dipped into its archives and decided to 
repeat one of its lesser-known gems. 

The excellent Early Doors, now on 
BBC 4, owes a huge debt to the Royle 
Family. 

A good few of the actors who have 
appeared in that sit-com appear here 
and, dripping with that same 
Mancunian humour, this show always 
deserved to be much bigger than it 
actually was.

Thousands more could 
be losing their homes 

THERE could be 75,000 home reposses¬ 
sions this year, according to the Council 
of Mortgage Lenders. 

But there are concerns that this figure 
could be an under-estimate, following 
research by MoneyExpert.com. 

The independent comparison website 
has revealed more than 900,000 home- 
owners have missed at least one mort¬ 
gage repayment in the last six months. 

This represents one in 12 home- 
owners. Just a year ago, only one in 25 of 
the people holding the 11.8 million out¬ 
standing mortgages in the country 
missed a payment. 

MoneyExpert.com considers that miss¬ 
ing a mortgage payment is as serious as 
it gets and is a clear signal a home¬ 
owner’s finances are at breaking point. 

More than 1,000 homes are being 
taken back by lenders every week, 
according to the Financial Services 
Authority, despite interest rate cuts and 
new Government schemes to help strug¬ 
gling home-owners. 

Unless banks and building societies 
pass on the bank rate reductions to 
borrowers, mortgages are still too expen¬ 
sive for some people.

International interest in 
our homes on the up as 
discounts draw buyers 


Prices show hope but 
it's still too early to tell 

THE average price of homes across the 
country rose by 1.9 per cent in January, 
according to the Halifax. 

This news is sure to bring a boost to 
the housing market, which has been 
under severe strain in the last few 
months. 

However, the building society’s ana¬ 
lysts warned that one month’s figures 
did not indicate an end to the downward 
trend in prices, which they say have 
dropped 17.2 per cent in the past year. 

The average house price has now 
reached £163,966, according to the 
Halifax. 

Martin Ellis, chief economist at the 
Halifax, said his bank’s latest survey did 
not necessarily mean the property mar¬ 
ket had reached a turning point after 
last year’s dramatic slump in mortgage 
lending, completed sales and prices. 

“It’s far too early to make any conclus¬ 
ion,” he said. 

“The figures are going against the 
trend and our survey shows that if you 
compare the last three months to the 
previous three months then prices are 
still down significantly, by about five per 
cent.” 





BUYERS have shown renewed 
interest in the property market in 
the first weeks of this year, accord¬ 
ing to the largest independent 
home-finding group in the UK. 

County Homesearch carried out research 
looking at trends in the market for the start of 
2009. 

The website has seen a large increase in the 
number of potential buyers registering for its 
services in the last two weeks, according to its 
analysts. 

The weakness of the pound could also be 
playing a role, with County Homesearch 
managing director Jonathan Haward claiming 
UK residential housing was now seen as a

bargain for anyone earning dollars or euros. 

He said: “As well as indigenous interest, we 
have also witnessed a substantial increase in 
registration from buyers across the world. 

'With discounts of up to 40 per cent on some 
property due to last year’s price falls and some 
lenders offering best-buy mortgage rates of 
below four per cent, UK house prices current¬ 
ly look like a bargain to foreign buyers. 

We have quite definitely seen an increase 
in buyer enquiries and as we are right at 
the sharp end of any housing market trans¬ 
actions we predict continued growth in buyer 
activity.” 

County Homesearch believes this news rein¬ 


forces the findings of the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors, which reported that 
“buying interest is now at levels not seen since 
2006”. 

Mr Haward added: “Those buyers who have 
no need of a mortgage can rely on us to negot¬ 
iate some very real bargains, and even if house 
prices dip by another five to ten per cent, we 
can see some excellent house price growth 
starting in 2010. 

“In five years’ time today’s buyer will be sit¬ 
ting on a substantial profit.” 

Estate agents in Kent have also stated 
that the market is getting better and have 
encouraged mortgage lenders to be more 
flexible in their approach to making loans - 
boosting the market by encouraging potential 
purchasers.

Kia 'bus' passes holiday 
road test without moans 


SEVEN-seaters have one big 
problem. Cram them with kids and 
the “are we there yet chorus?” 
gets way too loud, but there is no 
doubting their practicality as 
proved by holidays. 

I put ambitious Korean brand Kia’s junior 
MPV (multi-purpose vehicle) to the test in the 
West Country. 

The Kia Carens has a space and airiness 
that belies compact dimensions and I had no 
complaints from my party: three adults and 
four kids aged from four to ten.

the brilliant Eden Project - a near 100-mile 
round trip for us. 

That has to be a tribute to the Carens’ space, 
easy access and all-round comfort; the car 
rides well enough whether heavily or lightly 
laden, with little ‘MPV 7 roll or wallow, though 
it could never be described as sporty to drive. 

Our car was fitted with the excellent 138bhp 
2.0-litre turbodiesel (from £14,055) - there are 
also 130bhp 1.6-litre and 142bhp 2.0-litre 
petrol options - with the low down pulling 
power needed to easily move up to seven plus 
luggage. It is smooth and worked well with the 
automatic ‘box (£1,000 extra) on the test car - 
the Sports Mode manual selection proved use¬ 
ful for Cornish gradients and lanes. 

Admittedly, the Carens is not the best-look¬ 
ing midi-MPV. Kia says it injected 4x4 
‘outdoors/ styling, but slab sides and a low 
rubbing strip just make the car look baggy. 

Nevertheless, it is keenly-priced and well- 
equipped with a five-year/unlimited mileage 
warranty. 

Unlike its forbears, it achieves this without 
being crudely executed or cheaply finished 
inside - a good buy for tough times.

Businesses appeal for rethink on planned 5% rates rise 


■ BYTONYPATEY 


COUNCILS could be swamped by 
appeals from firms fighting the 
recession as business rates rocket 
to their highest level in 16 years. 

Already there has been an angry backlash 
from industry groups and the Conservatives, 
who are urging the Government to take urgent 
action to stop the five per cent rise in April. 

Companies are trying to combat the tough¬ 
est economic conditions for at least 30 years 
and now, on a national basis, they’re being 
asked to stump up what represents an extra 
£1 billion. 

Councils collect about £20 billion a year from 
business rates, but the review of new levels is 
based on the profits and turnover of compa¬ 
nies from a couple of years ago. 

If their trading levels have changed dramat¬ 
ically since, they can appeal. The rate is set by 
central government and the tax is collected by 
local authorities. 

Channel Chamber of Commerce manager 
Caroline Chambers said that two years ago 
most firms were doing well, and if they are still 
doing well there is no problem, but for those 
doing a lot worse or making losses, the picture 
is different. 

She said: “Businesses are already struggling 
to pay their rates. They are not a bottomless pit 
of money. They are already feeling the pinch. 

“I would urge every single business that is 
going to appeal to start the process now.” 

Shadow minister for communities Caroline 
Spelman said: “The Government needs to look 
again at the formula and methodology, other¬ 
wise it could be the nail in the coffin for many 
struggling firms.”

British Chambers of Commerce director- 
general David Frost said firms were already 
struggling with their cash flows - vital day-to- 
day money used to run businesses - and would 
find it hard to meet the new rate rise. 

“If the Government is serious about helping 
firms survive the worst downturn in a genera¬ 
tion, it should be cutting the rates until the 
economic situation significantly improves.” 

Roger House, chairman of the Federation of 
Small Businesses for Kent and Medway 
added: “Cash flow is king for small businesses 
which want to hold on to and train their staff 
and grow their enterprises during these reces¬ 
sionary times. 


“With small business failures entering their 
hundreds each day and taking thousands of 
jobs with them, it seems counterproductive to 
introduce higher taxes.” 

CBI business environment policy director 
Neil Bentley said the rate should be frozen 
and it was an “unnecessary” increase anyway. 

“This will affect nearly every firm, and strug¬ 
gling retailers will be particularly hard hit, at 
a time when they need all the help we can give 
them,” he said. 

“This threat to jobs, investment and the sur¬ 
vival of viable businesses can still be avoided if 
the Government lives up to its promise of 
doing everything it can, by freezing the rates.”

Rescue underway as 
debt team focus on 
saving stricken club 

FOLKESTONE Invicta have formed an 
eight-man ‘recovery team’ aimed at finding 
a solution to the club’s debt problems. 

The Seasiders revealed substantial debts 
in October which threaten the club’s very 
existence. There were doubts if the first 
team could fulfil all its fixtures, but last 
month HM Revenue & Customs, who are 
owed around half the total arrears, agreed 
not to consider the case until the summer. 

Last week the club announced they had 
formed a team which will look into ways of 
securing the club’s long-term future. It con¬ 
sists of directors Nigel Busbridge, Bob Dix 
and Brian Merryman, company secretary 
Jim Pellatt, former chairman Gordon 
Wallis, Phil Orris and Supporters’ Club 
chairman Clive Arnold. 

Busbridge told Yourshepway their objec¬ 
tives were clear: “We’ve got to come up with 
a rescue plan so the club can continue as it 
is in its present form. There’s no point put¬ 
ting up the white flag and walking away, we 
need to give the Inland Revenue every rea¬ 
son not to shut us down.” 

Many of the team were involved during 
the period in which the club got into finan¬ 
cial difficulty, but Busbridge believes this 
time it will be different. 

He said: “I think it’s because there’s never 
been any clear-cut plan laid down. It’s 
always been ‘let’s chuck a few more quid at 
it and see how we get on’. We have to have 
a clear plan.” 

Meanwhile, the Supporters’ Club have 
pledged to raise £5,000 to ensure the first 
team are able to complete the season. 

Arnold said: “People may be worried 
about putting money in because they think 
it might disappear into a black hole, but the 
Supporters’ Club will guarantee it will go 
towards the players.”
